The City 
Council took the 
first step Tuesday night to de­ 
term ine the need for a low-rent 
housing developm ent in H am ­ 
lin. 
Ralph Cole, associated w ith 
Jack W hitw orth A rchitects of 
F o rt W orth, explained the de­ 
tails of the project to the coun­ 
cil. 
Cole pointed out to the coun­ 
cil th at they could 
w ithdraw 
from the project at any tim e 
and th a t if a need was found 
for such a project, it would not 
cost the city any money. 
In this issue of the H erald is 
a notice of the intention of the 
City of H am lin to enter into a 
Housing A uthority to be nam ed 
by the Council. The council will 
be m ade up of five local citi- 


cooperation agreem ent w ith a 
/ens who will determ ine

govern it if one should be built 
free. 


If in 60 days no petition is

departm ent or the police de­ 
partm ent. A m achine is avail­ 
able from the office for one 
of the departm ents. 
T he lire departm ent w as giv­

fight grass and rural fires. At

the d e p a rt­ 
m ent is taking one of

es them short if a fire should 
break out in town.

A gun needs plenty of oil and 
plenty of grease, but it also 
needs plenty of air. 
Some hunters, in storing their 
firearms, wrap them in a soft 
rn <7 — such as an old bed sheet 
after oiling it with a liberal 
coat of grease. 
The bed sheet method serves 
to keep the gun salved with 
'-ronse, and prevents the grease 
from soiling the inside o f the 
gun case. It works fine for a 
short period of storage. 
Our experience has been that 
it is wise to leave the gun case 
o^en wide to allow plenty of 
air to circulate, so there can 
he no sweating. 
It is very important that no 
moisture, not even one small 
particle, he allowed to form on 
any metal parts of the firearm. 
It is moisture that causes the 
eon to rust. Therefore anything 
you can do to keep moisture 
away also will keep the rust 
away. And rust is the greatest 
enemy that metal faces. 
Damp hands and damp air 
can do much harm to the metal 
Darts of gun, if the moisture 
is allowed to remain there for 
long. 
So. don’t just keep your pow­ 
der dry, keep your gun dry, 
too.
